Hurries to 
'Homely' Baby

The couple was reunited <n 
a 


Burlington police 
station 
almost 


eight hours after she disappeared 
from a -Chicago hospital yesterday 
afternoon. 


Ashe arriving at the hospital to 


take home his wile and 10-day-old 
son. had found a note on the night- 
stand in her room, asking plain- 
tively why the baby "couldn't have 
been cute, like you."' 


He expressed amazement at his 


wife's action, adding that the baby 
was "perfect" in every way. 


The young mother got as .far as 


Burlington and changed her mind. 
From the Union station she tele- 
phoned her frantic husband, beg- 
ging him to "please come and get 
me. honey." 


Ashe called Burlington 
police, 


asked them to hold his wife for 
safe-keeping, 
then 
chartered 
a 


plane. A few hours later he burst 
into the police station. 


"Mrs. Ashe was there, waiting. 
"Oh, darling," she sobbed. "I'm 


so mixed up. f don't know why I 
did it. Take me home." 


She said she had planned to visit 


her sister, Mary Ann Dyke, a nurse 
at Mare Island. Calif., "but I 
couldn't run away from you." 


Ashe took his young bride in his 


arm. 


"She's all right now." he mur- 


mured. "It was amnesia or some- 
thing. She didn't know what 
she 
was doing." 


Ashe. 
a 
navy 
veteran, 
first 


learned of his wife's disappearance 
when he drove up to the Illinois 
Central hospital to take his wife 
and their new baby back home. 
Hospital attendants met him at the 
door, and fear struck his 
heart 


when he saw their /"aces. His wife 
had disappeared .they told him. 


She left behind a six-pago note 


addressed to "the most adorable 
and precious husband in the \vorld 
and to the sweetest and 
kindest 


and most understanding mother in 
the world." 


"My heart is just aching 
and 


throbbing with pain and tears and 
unhappiness," the note read. 
"I 


could have been 
so 
terrifically 
happy and I would have been if 
God had blessed me with a sweet 
and pretty little boy. 


"But, darling. I 
guess I just 


didn't deserve to be made happy. 
I failed you so terribly, my darling. 
I'm not even worthy of you. 


"I don't even deserve to be alive 


on this earth, leaving a poor little 
boy — our little boy —but, honey, 
if he could only have looked like 
you, 
darling, I would have been 


the happiest .proudest mother in 
all the world. 


"I couldn't bear to think of tak- 


ing him home and showing him to 
everyone. I think it would 
have 


eaten my 'heart completely away. 


"Oh, it God had just made him 


cute, how happy we would have 
been, darling." 


The note was signed, "I love you, 


darling. Margie." 


Ashe said they would spend the 


day in Burlington and return 
to 


Chicago tomorrow. 
"We're' going to hurry back 
to 


that baby," he said. "And we both 
think he's the most beautiful baby 
in the world."

The right of entry will be given 


the city by Major D. R. Pickard, 
commanding officer of the SPG. 


Later, a license will be issued 


the city by the U. S. Army Engi- 
neers dating back to the right of 
entry, which the license will re- 
place. 


Finally, the War Assets corpor- 


ation will make ultimate disposi- 
tion of the airport to the city, re- 
placing the license. 


Mayor Graves in announcing the 


ctiy's taking over of the airport 
Tuesday cautioned the public not 
to attempt to enter the field until 
some operator has been made res- 
ponsible for it. Arrangements with 
an operator are expected to be 
concluded within a week, he said.

Mail sacks arc ready any 
time between 4 p. m. and 6. 


The Emmet and Prcscott postoffice and route mail subscriptions 


arc being serviced in the following manner: One pouch is made up 
for Emmet poslofficc andiroutes; and another pouch for Prescott 
postoffice and routes, for Rosslon routes, and Bodcaw, all of which 
mail moves through the Prcscott poslofficc. 
These pouches arc 


cleared through Hope postoffice, returned to the newspaper, which 
then takes them to Emmet and Prescolt by private car, depositing 
them at the respective postofficcs. 


The same procedure is being followed for Fulton posloffice and 


roules-t-although The Star would like to contact someone returning 
each night to Fulton in order to eliminate this last motor run.

sorrowful, 
thinking more of his 
great possessions. He, too, was as- 
tray in his sense of values. Hc has 
gone down in history as the un- 
known young man who missed the 
greatest and most glorious thing 
that, could have happened to him. 


He, too, turned to his worldly 


possessions, and who knows bul 
what he, like tho farmer, 
had 


lilllc lime to enjoy (hem? For he, 
loo. was subjecl lo dcalh. 


From Ihese we turn to a third 
man, also presumably rich. He 
was a publican, or tax-gatherer. 
He paid for the privilege of col- 
lecting the taxes in u country domi- 
nated by Rome, and he had 
th<^ 


chance of grabbing a great deal 
for himself by extortion. 


Had he 
taken 
what belonged 
to others? Or. finding himself in an 
office that offered many grafting 
opportunities and temptations, had 
he been scrupulously honest? 


We do not know. Bul we do know 


thai Zuarhaeus longed lo see Je- 
sus, 
when He came to Jericho, 


and that being small of stature, he 
climbed a Irce to make sure he'd 
Jiel a good view. And we know 
lhat Jesus became his Guesl. and 
that Zaachaeus said lhal if he had 
wronged any man lit would restore 
hi PI fourfold. 


Zacchaeus had found salvation
